They were “ 14 American spies 
of the U. S. CIA, headed by John 
Knox Arnold J r., commanding offi­ 
cer of the U. S. 581st Air Supply 
and Communications Wing . . . and 
four other spies including John 
Thomas Downey, sent by an es­ 
pionage body of the CIA.” 
It said five of the Americans 
were killed when their planes were 
shot down.

“ All these special agents had re­ 
ceived special espionage training 
before they were air-dropped to

Uniformitv In Rules 
w 
For many y ears agitation has been heard 
from many sections of the cou ntry for u ni­ 
form traffic signs and laws. With wide v ari­ 
ations now’ p resent in many state laws it is 
esp ecially difficu lt for the inter-state tou rist 
to av oid a rep rimand or fine as he trav els 
throu gh a state which has laws contradic­ 
tory to those of his home district. 
Some states allow certain lanes of traf­ 
fic to tu rn on red lights, others do not. At 
intersections, some p arts of the nation 
sp u rn stop signs, ex p ecting the motorist’s 
good ju dgment to decide who has the right 
of way , while in others stop signs are erec­ 
ted at all fou r comers, cau sing a hop eless 
dilemna as to who shou ld start ou t first. 
Throu gh all this confu sion one bright ray 
of light has emerged. The Bu reau of Pu blic 
Roads has mailed to state highway dep art­ 
ments a rev ision to its “manu al on u niform 
traffic control dev ices.” Althou gh many of 
the changes are of a technical natu re there 
is one which will affect all motorists. That 
is the stop sign. 
The new p rop osal wou ld mak e stop signs 
all ov er the cou ntry u niformly red with 
white lettering. In adition to the standard 
color scheme, it is fu rther p rop osed that 
the height of the signs be raised to p rev ent 
tru ck s or cars from sp lattering them with 
mu d. 
Althou gh a u niform stop sign is a simp le 
thing, and something which one wou ld 
think wou ld hav e been v olu ntarily adop ted 
by the states some time ago, this is far 
from the case. Signs of all shap es, sizes and 
colors can be seen throu ghou t the land, 
adding mu ch to the fru stration of the na­ 
tion’s highway u sers. 
With this latest rev ision of highway mark ­ 
ers in their hands, it shou ld behoov e ev ery 
state highway dep artment head to start the 
ball rolling and bring his state in line with 
its neighbors. Needless to say , the less con­ 
fu sion faced by the motorist, the lower 
accident statistics will be.

Today , at 5 4, he op erates a telev ision, 
radio and manu factu ring emp ire in Bloomington, , 
Ind., that grosses 23 million dollars a y ear. 
He will be glad to mak e and sell y ou a TV station, i 
comp lete from cameras to antenna, for $12,000 on 
u p . 
“ All y ou need is the k ey ,” he said. 
The su ccess saga of this amazing Armenian is 
\ 
based on his p hilosop hy that “there is nothing in 
life that can giv e y ou more p leasu re than tak ing a 
new idea—and mak ip g it work ” 
He decided in gram m ar school he wanted to be an 
engineer, and in high school won a scholarship that 
p u t him throu gh the Univ ersity of Pennsy lv ania. 
Du ring su mmers he work ed at 40 cents an hou r 
as a factory laborer to earn his sp ending money , “so \ 
I wou ldn’t be a bu rden on my p arents.” 
When he was gradu ated in 1924, he look ed arou nd 
for a new field and fou nd it in radio.
